and disfigured by more thnu a dox- 
cn lawleaa outbreaks. This occur- 
1. too, In what should have been 
sanctuary— a place too holy and 
sacred for aught save that for which 
. waa erected and dedicated—the 
roraklp of God. But on this fatal 
IgM the floor of Polly's Cbupol, a 
otintry (hurch on Csl's fork of Hlg 
Hume, waa drenched with the life 
blood of "Buck" Daulels, who It la 
barged, was slnbbed to death by 
ohn Ledman, and who died, Iu the 
inguage of a participant. "Jest as 
n as he could after he war hit" — 
meaning that he died almost as soon 
as be received the faul thrust 
Daniels was not the only one In- 
ured.
